But admire Oroondates Fortune, and obferve how all things contributed to his 
engageinent in an affection that has been fo ruinous to him. It was already brosd 
day, and we were come a good way from the Briemi: s entrenchments endéabon 
ring to overtake the body of our Army, whicl: was Retreating, when by the fide 
of a fittle Wood chat was hard by us, we perceiv’d a Combat of fome twenty 
Horfemen: At firlt we believ’d; ( asitwastrue ) that fome of the Enemies ha 
ving engaged themfelves too far inthe purfuitof thofe thatretired, had found f 
brisk an oppofition, as made them obftinate in the fight.

aloneat the beginning of thataction, and that thofe who attorpeatel Rating 
kill’'d in his defence, was left alone, to difpute his life {till againft fo great a num 
ber of enemies , we all confidered his valour as a marvellous thing, and if that o! 
our Prince had not equalled it, and made us often fee fuch Prodigies we fhoull 
noteafily have believed the teftimony of our eyes.

They took their way toward the Temple Zy/machus meant to vifit, and becaul 
it was not far off, and that they went a reafonable good pace, they arrived atthe Gat 
of it in lef$thenan hour : Twas contrary tothe ordinary cuftom of the Territorie 
fubje@ to the King of Per/ia, thatthat Templehad been builtin that Country , fori 
almoftall the other Provinces , they made their facrifices in the openair, and upo: 
the tops of mountains : but King Artaxerxes, one of Darivs his Predeceffors, outo 
fome particular devotion, had caus’d this to be built’, within fourty or fifty furlongs¢ 
Babylon, and not above five or fix from the River Exphrates : he had alfo taken caret 
enrich it with a great number of Prefents, and the Oracles that were delivered there 
made it quickly very famous through all 4/a: the Platform of it was a Pentagore, 
and the Frontifpiece appeared in Perfpedtive, between two rowes of trees ofan exti 
ordinary height,which made a long Walk, whofe other end reach’d to the bank of the 
River. This Front was marveloutly high, beautified with many Statues, and portiar 
larly with two Marble Pillars of an exceifive height, upon whichthe God Apcl/o, an 
the Goddeffe his Sifter, were placed in their Chariots, The Gates were Cedar (2 
ding on the top of five or fix Steps, of the faireft Parian Marble that was ever feet’

Wes he the man 
who vanith’d from every bodies eyes like fightning, he who was thought to have been 
miraculonfly fent from heaven for his prefervation, and he to whom the King, and 
the whole Court afterward offered facritices 2s to a God? Did Orecndetes, to whom 
the Kings death was offo great confequence, and fo neceffary, and he who buta mo 
ment before had had fuch excufable defigns agtinft his life, hazard his own {o vifibly 
for its confervation? Certainly this generofity has no example, and of all che fouls 
that ever were created, none but only his could be capable of ir. While Perdiccss, 
Meleager, Leonatus, and many others which were prefent,fuffered him to perifh with-

Vieved that all chat fhould fucceed them would have alike fuccefs, when for our un 
happinefs, and by the cruelty of the deftinies, he fell defperately in love with Strato- 
nice, filter to the unfortunate 4r/acomes, and daughter to the Prince of the /Jedons 
She was bred up with me,as many other Princeffes of Scythia,although I was young 
er then fhe by five or fix years; and I may truly fay that ber beauty, the excellency 
of her wit, and a great many good qualities fhe poflelt, had produced in me a reall 
friendfhip towards her.I will not defcribe a beauty to you Brother,which heretofore 
you were very well acquainted with, and I will onely call to the remembrance of this 
fair Queen, who perchance may have feen her during the ftay fhe made at J/fedon, 
that all the features of Stratonice’s face are very handfom,that her skin is white and 
delicate, her eyes and hair black, her ftature tall, and chat in all her actions, and the 
motions of her countenance, fhe hath a great vivacity,and fomthing very attractive. 
True itis that the nevrr made ufe of het wit to add new graces to it,and that having, 
one of the moft crafty fubti! ones that can be known, fhe often imployed it with fuc: 
cefs to feek her own advantage. 

_Tt was upon the day when the feaft of the goddefs Te//us was celebrated, that fhe 
received the firft teRimonies of the Kings affection;or at leaft of his particular efteem 
and of his preferring her before all the Ladies of the Court. There was ‘a facrifice 
made unto that goddefs in a large open field, in the middeft whereof an Altar was 
raifed,upon which the King for an offering, was to caufea bafonof the fineft flowers, 
and faireft fruits the Country could produce, to be prefented by fome Lady,who for 
her beauty, virtue, or quality, by his choice, deferved to be fo prefre’d above all the 
reft. This honor was fo confiderable,that it was envied by the faireft;and thofe that 
diftrufted the obtaining of it, found commonly fome pretences, not co be prefent at 
that ceremony.

Am not able, Brother, to make you comprehend that trouble that feized meat 
this encounter, and the difpleafure I received at Arfaconses his prefumption, I fell 
into a fadden, and fo violent anger, that I had not words to exprefs itjand after ha- 
ving torn the letter all in pieces, I fate down ina chair fo ftrucken and confounded, 
that I had hardly confidence to look upon my maids. Cillenia, whom I loved bet of 
them all, flept to me, and asking me the caufe of that fadden change ; Let mealone 
Cillenia, ( Said 1 ) let me pafs over my ill humour, and believe that if J thought thee 
an accomplice of Ar/acomes his temerity, I would banith thee out of my fight for c- 
ver.Cillenia aftonithed at that threat,made great proteftations of her innocence,and 
perfwaded me fo far, that I difcovered my trouble to her, but in fuch terms as made 
her judg that 4r/acomes was extreamly in my illepinion; after I had faid all againft 
him that my refentment could fuggelt; W hat(continued I)fhall I chen endure that a 
fubje& of my fathers fhould {peak to me of love, and chat he fhould fool me, like an 
ordinury fimple girl? and thal this pre(umption remain unpunifhed, becaufe the King 
loves him, or rather becaufe heis Seratonice’s brother ? Ab! no Berenice, fuft:r not 
this fojar without refémment, at leaft endeavor to take fatisfaction, and ask juttice 
from the ing thy father, againft the infolence of his fubjec& ; I was even upon che 
point of B0ing inRantly to complain of himto che King, but when I remembred che 
confiderations he had for him,and the power Stratonice had over him,I forbore that 
defign, judging I thould not obtain all the reparation I might iawfully defire, and I 
tefolved, without begging affiftance, to keep off that audacious man by all mannec 
of fcorn and ill ufage.

kill me ? This man in a terrible fear,held up his hand,and befeeching him to {pare his 
ife, I have no intention co take it ( anfwered C/eonimsus ) but I will know of thee by 
wbat offence I have made thee my enemy, thee whom [never difobliged, nor ever 
<aew in my life. This fellow being a little aflured by thefe words, AhiSir( faidhe)I have 
no caufe to hate you,and doubtlefs ? have deferved that death, which I & my compa- 
nions would have given you out of a vile confideration ; Affiages hired us for that 
purpofe, and Bagiftanes promifed us ten talents to kill you. Though Cleontmus was 
aftonifhed at the treachery, yec had he no difficulty to believe it, and knowing the 
bafene(s of his enemies, he eafily gave credit co that confirmation of it; he cared not 
co draw any greater proofs,and giving the man his liberty,be exhorted him toavoid 
fuch like o¢cafions of infamy; the other rouch’d with atrue repentance which he 
witneffed by his cears,protefted that only thé extream poverty to which of late years 
he had been reduced, was the motive that had incited him to a wickednefs which he 
had ever detefted.

meto folemnize aremembrance, which years cannot hinder from being alwayes 
prefent to my mind. ’Tis onely by them, and by the marks which grief hath 
left in my face, that I will endeavor to make you comprehend what an one it was, at 
that time when ie was fo much frether, nor will I repent what it made me fay, fince 
that recital would be tedious to you, and put me to a pain wherein your goodnefs 
without doubt would make you fuffer with me. I did all the actions of a defpairin; 
perfon, and when coming to my felf again out of a fwound of many hours, J med 
the body of my dear Theander, I cave my felfover to a paffion, that came little fhore 
of rage, which made my friends believe a good while that Thad loft my reafon. I 
tryed a thonfand times tear off what they had! put upon my wound, but my father 
and Mother held my hands, and diffembling theit own grief co binder the effects of 
mine, they protefted to me thae my defpair would fend them to theit graves, and 
when I told them I ws my hasbands murtherefs, they affured me I fhould alfo be 
theirs if I perfifted in my obftinate forrow, aud that by it I thould not only canfe my 
own death, but alfo that of my neareR friends; Although I was but little in capacity 
to rellith cheir perfwafions, thefe laft wrought fomthing upon me, and “tis not to 
excofe my faint-heartedne(s, that I fay their confideration alone, kept me from do- 
ing all that I could, and all that] ought, to die, in fhort, whether it were by thac 
reafon, or by my cowardize I liv'd,and gave way that my cure fhould be endeavored, 
They payed Theander fonerall Rites, in the performance whereof a good part of the 
Court aflifted, and Pcince Oroondates honored them with his prefence. That poor man 
who truly had very lovely qualities in him, were generally lamented of all thofe that 
knew him,and the news of chis woful adventure being quickly {pread abroad,moved 
pitry inall virtuous perfons ; The rumor of the fhare Bagiftancs had init was @ 
litcle fmothered in Babylon by his authority, but Affiages whole wickednels wos 
Joudly publithed,becanfe fo defamed, that he had not the confidence to come back a- 
gain thichet,& hach never appear’d there fince,at Jeaftthat we could hear.In the mean 
time,fincg I maft avow it to my couclufion,! was cured by the troublefom care of Pe- 
Lemon, aifd as foon asi was fit to go abroad, I Jefe thae unfortunate houle,vvbere Ino 
more cold fee what Thad loved fo well, and without grief, forfaking all the pre- 
tenfions I might have had upon my husbands eltace, I retired to my fathers. wi ws 
about the cime that the King departed from Babylon to march againit Alexa ; Here

“As foon as Alexander vas in the Town, Bagi/anes who bore a mortal hatred to my

up the people, and to make a faction againft him, and by his 
fo far vvith the King, that Polemon vvas declared criminal, his 
ftanes and his other accufers, & he was commanded to be gone from Babylon. Heb 
this blovy of Fortune vvith a great deal of moderation, but prefently after he received 
another affaule from her, vvhich utterly dejected him, and that was the certain te 
that the two brothers! had in Darsns bis Army were kill’d in the Jare battel, with fo 
many thoufand gallant men, who would not furvive the rvine of theit King My poor 
Father was like co have dyed with this aft afi@ion,and abfolutely loft all thought of 
taking any more pleafure in the lives of perfons of his quality, whereupon he re- 
folved to abandon it for ever ; and gathering together the doleful Reliques of his 
Family, he forfook Babylon, and retired to this houfe which had bin lefe him, be. 
caufit belonged to my Mother,whofe goods were not confifcate,our enemies not ha- 
ving bin able to find apy pretence to accufe her. Bagif-ancs alfo obtained T heander’s 
forcune for himfelf, or for Aftiages if he fhould return, but within a while after 
being deprived of hiscommand by Alexander, who put Agathas in his place, and re- 
ceiving ats order from the King to make his appearance before hig, he dyed of grief 
and age, and left s report amongft all thar knew him,which will make his memory be 
detefted for ever. For our own parts we were no fooner in this retirement, but we 
put off our habit with our ambition, and framing our felves to a manner of life very 
different from our former, we began to tafte (ome fweetnels and delight, whereof 
our minds were not capable before the ruine of our family. My Mother hath yet as 
rouch as is neceflary for us to live quietly, and conformably to the condition in 
which we have ranked out felves, and we daily finde reafon to confefs, that we enjoy 
a confolation in this folitarinefs, which we could never have hoped for in another 
eftate, Not that my forrowsare luli’d afleep in the fpace of four years,which are run 
out fince we retired hither, theimage of my dear Theander is ever prefent to my me- 
mory, and whether I walk upon the banks of the river, or vifit the remoteft places of 
our wood, or bound my fteps within the allies of our Garden,that lovely Idea comes 
inceffantly into my memory, and affords me an entertainment, from which I neither 
can nor ever will feparate my felf. Yet will I confefs, Ladies, and doubelefs with 
fome kind of thame, chat with thefe lawful thoughts, the remembrance of C/eoni= 
ms toixeth it felf for fome moments , and that fome fpirit envious of this fhadow of 
repofe, brings all rhat was moft lovely in him,and the laft words of Theander now and 
then intomy memory.

again, or hearing any news of him, Tamuncertain whether I can have an affedi- 
on for him of any other nature then chat I ow unto Zheander, or any other thoughts 
then thofe we have for perfons that are no longer inthe world. Behold, great Prin- 
ceffes the prefent eftate of my foul,and that of my fortune,which how deplorable fo- 
ever it be, is yet glorious, fince it hath wronght compaffion in you, and given mean 
occafion to obey the command you were pleafed to lay upon me to recount it.

and confidered bim very much,was fo extreamly grieved acit,that he could receive no 
con(olation ; he caufed him to be put in his own bed, and lying there with him, 
faw his wound dreffed with ftrange di(quiets. The Chirurgians were in defpair of 
hisJife, when the gods to whom it was dear, fent the King a miraculous dream in fa- 
vor of that Prince, for he was no fooner afleep, but dreamed that he faw a Dragon 
-bolding an herb in his mouth, which was to ferve for Ptolomeus bis cures When the 
King awaked he told his dream of thofe that were prefent, and defcribed the form of 
that herb, whereof he had preferved the remembrance, and fome of the inhabitants 
of chat place having affured him, that there frew {uch aone in that Country, hee 
caufed it to be fought for every where, and thofe that were fent about it, imployed 
their time fo fucce(sfully, that they brought him the wonderful herb he had feen in 
his dream ; ic was prefently applyed to Ptolomess his wound, and by an unheard of 
prodigy, the pain was inftantlylaflwaged, and the wound quite healedjup within 
three dayes.

well chofen, and their difcipline fo good, that the Princes grounded the betta ar 
of their hopes upon them. After thefe appeared the Syrians under the cond of 
Laomecon,they were heavily armed, and never fought but {tanding [till, yet thouch 
they did licele incommode the enemy by going out upon parties, and weie Betropid 
from all daties of light armed men,they mide profeflion to fight in their ranks to 
their left breath,and to fuffer themfelves to be cur all in pieces,before they would let 
their battalions be brokeo;:heir number was three thoufand horfe,& feven thoufand 
foot, & their valiant Leader was able to thew an hundred {cars,received under Alex 
ander in athoufand encounters wherein he had made kimfelf remarkable. The Spri- 
ans were followed by the} /icians under their Prince P hiloras,who worthily bore the 

* name of the fir Philotas,Parmenio’s unfortune fon that ended his life in torments by 

the command ofa L/eander,whofe favorite he had bina while before,they were two 
thoufand horfe & fix thoufand foot; After which appeared the brave Eumeues, at the 
head of the Cappadocians, and Paphlagonians; he from the Territories of Ama/i a, and 
the banks of the Tris,8¢ the Thermodoon had drawn fix thoufand horfe the beft of the 
whole armie,making ufe of that advantage which Cappadocia hath above all the Pro- 
Vinces of Afia to breed fuch as are extreamly handfom, and excellent good for fer- 
vice, and out of Papblaghnia he had fix thoufand foot, who were armed onely with 
little morions, and light corflets, and who quite contrary to the Syrians fought lice 
flanding ftill, but tired out an armie by continual excurfions, and thought no paflage 
difficult, nor any ftrait fo dangerous, but they would Get through it witha wonder- 
fal nimblenefs. (Menander came nextto them, followed by fix thoufand Lydians, a 
tender, effeminate people, and little able to endure the hardthip of war, but yet were’ 
very apt to learn, and obeyed the commands of their Officers,with much dependence 
and fidelity, Thofe thar drank the waters of Wi/zs, and the {corched inhabitants of 
thofe parts of Africa, & Arabia which are near to Egypt came after them,under their 
valiant Prince Prolomers; but they marched with a pride which they drew fromthe 
glory oftheir Prince, and feemed by.their bold, and ftately pace to promife chat they 
would be|invincible fo long as Prolomens was at the head of them : and certainly the 
tailitary prefence of their Commander,(uited not ill with their fiercene(s, for Queen 
Thaleftrea who fhewed him to Orcondates, compared him to thole images of the god 
Mars, which fhe bad often feen in the Temples of his country; if he had his garb, be 
alfo had his virtue, & amongithe moft valiant in the world, there were few chat fought 
in their own perfon with more courage,nor led men on to battel with more prudence. 
His forces as well, thofe he commanded during Alexanders life,as the others which 
Cleomenes bad brought him out of his P: ovince,confifted of eight thoufand horfe,and 
_ twelve thoufand foot. Scarce had the Prince taken off his eye from Prolomens, when 
he fixt it upon an objet, which wakened his old remembrances with much cender- 
n as Bae Oxyanes, who for the quarrel of his Nieces had armed the Battri- 
ie He ied at the head of them with a countenance which fufficiently exprefled 
hat ition be ftill confidered the reliques of his Brothers family ; he was in 
‘Dis age, and in the Majefty of his face one might eafily fee both tlte 
of his courage, and that of his quality.

The Queen cafting her eyes upon the Stranger, (aw her felf feparated 
from him by a croud, which it was impoftible for her to break through, yet getting 
upon a mafterlefs horfe, whereof there was 4 great number in the field,the rode after 
him a good way,and feeing it would be hard for her to joyn with him, I will remem: 
ber ( cryed fhe co him ) that chow are generous; but do theu remember alfo, that at 
our hext encounter, thou muft end this combate wich me, wherein all the advantage 
thou hadft was by the bafene(s of thy friend. The throng was fo great before the ten 
ended thefe words, that fhe could not hear the ftrangers anfwer, onely the obierve 
chat he put forth one of his arms cowards ier,and foilowed Calfander who led him 
away by the other.

neither difpteafe B icidas , nor injure the modelty of wy {ex 2 by giving him civil proof 
of my affeftion , 1 made no difficulty of taking a liccle liberty in favour of him , and of 
following the command of my friends,the wilhes of the whole Court,and the incitemenrs 
of mine own inclination;Sir, ((aid I,after i had {taida while without reply) your feryices 
are moft important , and your offences very light, and chat declaration, whereof you ac. 
cule your felfasofacrime, was made with too much refpect and freedom , to lcaveme 
any macter of complaint againft you ; I chink ita mott judicious courfe for perfons of 
your quality and mine, and my fathers approbation gives me she liberty co contider your 
good will, upon which { (hould not have been able to have caftmy eyes, without the 
{nowledge of his; I will confefs to you moreover, fince this confellion is due to the merit 
of your perfon , and to that of the great obligacions you have laid upon us,’ that in the 
order he gavemein favour of you, ! found no repygnance inmy {elf to obzy him, nor 
while live will I ever have any to acknowledge youraffection. Agis was quire rranf- 
ported with joy av this reply, and. lifting up his hands and eyesto heaven, O Fortune, 
(cried he) thou doft but play wich my deltiny and thefé favours are to» great to-be of 
any long continuance ; thou, inthe beginning ofmy fervices, haft given me a prize, which 
could not be due to che moft ob{equious endeavours of my whole life ; and withouc doube 
thou wilt forfake me when ’have merited part of ic by my fidelity. He fpake thele pro- 
phetick words; and many others, with fuch raptures of joy, as vifibly expreffed che great- 
nefs of his paffion ; and afterwards made me a thoufand proteftations of an invi able 
conftancy, with fuch (weet and moving languages that there are but few hearts in which 
they would not have left a desp impreflion. He continued frequently to makeime thelike 
vifits , but being defirous to ftay in our Court , without being burthenfome to the people 
of Epirus, he fentback his forces inco Greece under the condué of one of bis Comman- 
ders, and kept onely wich him his menial ervants. He procefted publickly chat he would 
not abu Aicidas his goodne(s, and thar he pretended not to his alliance , but whenle 
thould have merited it from me, and that I fhould know him fo well, ashe mighe hope 
for that through my inclination, which I as yet paid him ont of obedience. This mannet 
of proceeding was extreamly civil and obliging tome , batit was very imprudent for 
him, and gave hint caufe enough to repent itafterward. In themean cime he ferv'd me 
with fo great afliduity , and with marks of fo true and fo refpectful a paflion, that all chat 
the moft ardent and moft skilful Lovers ever prattifed 10 make themfelves be lov'd, mul 
yield to the proofs I receiv’d of his affe&tion ; he comply’d fo perfettly with my detirts » 
and refign’d himfelt (0 abfolutely to my inclinations, that he feem’d to be infpird 
onely by my thoughts, or rather to be enliven'd onely by my foul;and indeed he made 
fair a progre(sin his parpofe ashe could have wifh’d, and lam oblig’d to confels © 
you , that never man fucceeded better than he in the defign of making himfelf belov'd 
by aperfon of my humor and condition. It is erue that Hov’d him, but wich fo {trong 
and fo real an affection, that it hardly was inferior to his. Allthe world approv'dit: 
and all chofe that knew of it thought itfo well grounded , thatic never was condemn’d 
but by Neoptolemus alone; “That Prince indeed, inrag’d thar Agis was preferr’d before 
him, murmur’ pore atit,and left nothing unattempted to crofs our affairs ; he made 
ufe of a thoufand inventions to fet diffention between us, and fo exafperated Agis » that 
if] had not exprefly forbidden him, he would without doubt have punifh’d him for the 
plots he contriv’d againft him : What, Sir, ((aid he one day to my father) do you imagine

He ufed many difcourfes of this 
nature, which my father pardon’d in regard of his paflion , and of his birth, burwhich 
wrought no effe& atall upon him, Oneday he was ia my chamber, where ie had taled 
a great while to meupon that fubj:&, whereby he got buc little fatista&ion, when 
Agis came in, but Neoprolemus, who could not enduy ehis prefence, went out without gi- 
ving him any {alute, and betore he departed, caftinga furious look at me, 1 leave the 
place to the more fortunate , faid he aloud; Rather to the more worthy, anfwered Agis 
briskly. Neoptolemus ftung wich that reply , was going toreturn words which would 
have incenfed them more, if 1 had not prevented it by exprefly injoyning them filence ; 
And that very day my father having been adverti(ed of ic, preffed chem with fo carneft 
entreaties to pafs their words to him , that neither of theny could refafe co promife he 
would be quict. . 
In fhort, Agis had obcain’d what he demanded , and having won my heart according 
to hisdefire , expected nothing forthe confummation of his love, but che returm of a 
man whom /Eicidas , oblig’dto that relpe&t by al! manner of reafon, had fene co the

Arfaces the fole aim of the Kings wrath and hatred, and Arfaces for 
whofe deftruction he would hazard that of his Empire? I faid a great deal more that ex- 
pre(sd my fear for him, butall ferv'd onely to give him new marks of my affection, and 


__ after he had quietly given me the hearing, I know no danger (repli’d he) that can fright 


‘aht of my Princefs, and I {hould have fcorn’d my liberty , and given up 
bi lieve be that ra have taken it away, if I had believ’d there had been any cote 
fideration {trong enough to keep me from feeing you again. Do not. therefore ae ed 
my happinefs by your too obliging fears, but fuffer me after an imprifonment w’ ale h no- 
thing but your abfence made me think unfupportable, co enjoy what was fo cruelly for- 
bidden me, and to return through the midit of all manner of dangers Co that felicity for 
which alone I have preferv’d my felf. He accompani’d thefe with many other paflionate 
words, afcer which [ receiv’d Theodates his civilities , and gave him thofe welcomes that 
were due to his quality, and to his deferts, and to the good offices he had done his friend. 
{ thank’d him for Arfaces his fafety, with as much acknowledgement as poffibly I could, 
and then I would no longer rob him ofthe fame advantage weenjoy'd, but left. him to 
entertain Theomiris with an equal liberty ; that Lady lov d him as fhe was oblig’d by 
all manner ofconfiderations, but "twas with fo mach difcretion and refervednels, 
fevere(t perfons could not have found any thing tg coUgA inher affection, The ms 
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at which we talk’d was fo low,that the two Princes being o:

But he 
carr no {mall furcharge to his affli@ion,when by an exprels Spe oa pate 
he heard how Prince Oroondates had left the Army, the canfe of his departure 
unknown to every body, as likewife the place whither he wasgone. He'deliver’d ‘him; 
Jetter which my Brother had written to Arfacomes , whereby he refign’d the Atmy into’ 
his command,and gave up into his hand the charge the King had impos’d upon him. This 
news ca(t the King into furious redoublings of his anger , butie was raifed to theextre.

made him alfo believe that it was that adyertifement that made him leave his Army , 
go to that dear friend, and to joyn with him againfthis fathers fervice. pee at 
without fome fufpicion, that Oroondates had cunningly left that letter, comakei 
fiev’d that the defigns and perfon of Arfaceshad been unknownto him, and to fa 
the more facility by that device.,.to effe& the plots they had contrived togeth 4 Bai 
howfoever it were, the King could not fix upon any of thefe: opinions , ‘witho i. 
caufe to redouble his wrath and hatred againft Artaxerxes, nordid he negleé any tha 
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made him “feape out of his hands, he fought ont all che wayes co mifchief him that could 
fall into hisimagination. He caus’d many manifefts to be drawn’, and fent into all the 
quartersof his Kingdom, wherein he accus’d him of Treafon, and ofa confpiracy againft 
his life, exhorted all his fubjeéts to endeavour his deftruction , andthe more ftrongly to 
invite them to it, promifed five hundred talentsico whofoever fhould bring him his head. 
The news of this cruelty and malice of the Kings, drave Arfacesinto’refentments which 
were like to have made himgo beyond thofe confiderations, ewhich rill then he had pre- 
ferv'd towards his perfon. Ab | (faid he) why muft chis barbarous “man be the father of 
Berenice and Oroondates, and why is it not permittedmeto'revenge, with the blood of 
focruel an enemy, the ingrateful defigns he has againft my lifeyiand the wrong he would 
do my reputation? After thefe words hereturn'd againto himfelf, and repenting that 
he had {poken to them, askt:me pardon,and protelted henever'would fallany more into 
thofe violent thoughts againft my father. ‘And indeed ti! then’, he endeavout’d to force 
himfelf to patience, but he utterly loftic, atthelaft effects of the Kingsindignation. —

He took 
not fomuch leafure asto fit down for the fhore vifithe meant to make me, but lookin 
upon me with a feverer eye then ever he had done before, Berenice, (faidhe) hitherto { 
have been too favourable to you, but you too unworthily abufed my indulgence, therefore 
now know my laft intentions, and difpofe your felf once forall to Marry Arfacomes. { 
give you as much time Co refolve upon it, as will be neceffary for his voyage hither , but 
Tdeciare to you chac he thall be your husband, from the very day of his arrival. Though 
J was infinitely furpriz’d at chis ftrange difcourfe, yet did I call up all the courage] had 
ro make reply to chat fevere propofition of the Kings, and looking upon him with an eye 
that was more animated then ordinary.» Iwill obey you Sir (faid1) tothe laft minute 
of mylife ; butmy deach I hope fhall freeme from the Obedience | owe you. You 
{hall have leave to dye,(reply’d the King) if you prefer death before Arfacomes, but you 
fhall never obtain.a more favourable election.He ftay’d not for my anfwer,but going out 
ofthe room left mein the condition you may judge was reduc’d to by that cruel threat , 
Truly it was a very lamentable one,. and Theomiris and Cyllenia had never been more 
forrowfally employed about me, then'they were all the reftofthatday. I would have 
diffembled my grief to Arfaces, whom I was to fee that night, and! prayed my Couzen 
not totell him of that viGit of the Kings, but’twasimpoffible for me to hold my refolu- 
tion; andas foonas ever I aw him, my'teats broke forth in fuch abundance, that before 
Iwas able to {peak, he was but too well inftracted in my misfortune, wherefore J was 
forc’d to confels it to him, after the tears that had betray’d me , and feeing he fufpected 
fomething more fatall, 1 was fainto tell-himall I knew, both of the Kings meflage to 
Arfacomes, and of thecruel command | had receiv'd from hisown mouth. Arfaces ne- 
ver appear'd fo terrible to meas at that killing news, and I donot wonder , his enemies 
“fhould think him fo dreadfulin fight, fince in the anger I faw him at that time, I could 
not but be afraid of himmy-felf. Yet did he all chat poflibly he could to matter it be- 
fore me, and when he had a litcle conquer’d that firft fury , which made him fly into aa 
extremity. of rage againftthe Kings violent proceeding, and that he had kept filence for a 
few moments. ’Tis too.longdeferr'd, (added he) Arfacomes muft dye, and the blood of 
that unworthy Favourite muft pay for the Kings Tyranny, and for his own. Oppofe not 
this jut refolucion, Madam, with unjuft commands, my obedience in this Encounter 
would be cowardife, and inthe extremity we are now reduc’d to, I ought to be exempted 
fromit, The King doth but vdinly prepare a Marriage for him, to which he has unwor- 
thily precended , neither ama fo forfaken of the Gods or men,no nor of my own courage 
which hitherto hath ferv’d me faithfylly enough, but that I’can make that rival fall ac the 
headof bisarmy.

Thefe were Arfaces his words, 
and I faw him fo fixt upon that refolution, that 1 had not the confidence to oppofe it

I.could, and.alledg’d all the reafons| thought capable to divert his purpofe, 1 lov’d not 
‘blood, and could haye with’d to be rid of Arfacomes otherwife then by his death, and be- 
fides I faw fuch great and manifeft dangers to Arfaces in that enterprife # that it was hard 
to hope for a favourable iffue of it.

‘rmer apprebenfions. I beganto be affiéted for his abfence, and to tremble for the dan- 
vers into which he was going to expofe himfelf. What likelihood is there ({aid 1 to 
*heorhiris and Cyllenia) that he can attemptito kill Arfacomes at the head of his army, 
yithout perifhing himfelfin the defign? Ah}: without doubt , Coufen , we fhall never 
fee him more, and his defpair will make him fo farre to neglect the means of his 
fafety, that he by his own ruine will fecure the pretenfions of Arfacomes. I afHicted my 
felon this manner, notwithftanding allche confolations I receiv d from Theomiris, and 
could never be cured of my fears during all the time he continued inthat journey. But 
Brother, I think J am at the end of the recital you demanded of me, and if you defire to 
know the wonderful events of Arfaces his voyage, you may learn them much better 
from himfelf chenme, who am little capable of relating fuch adventures as thofe youare 
Boing to hear from him, Itisjutt, fair Princefs (reply’d Arfaces) that I thould eafe you 
ofthat pains, and you out of your goodnels have given me reft enough to beable to finifh 
thisnarration.

haddoneto favour my efcape, the letter which had come'to the Kings eye, and which 
was known to be hishand , had exceedingly aggravated his difpleafure againft him, I 
confented to Jet him go along with me , and expofe himfelf with me to all the dangers 
which in probability we went to encounter.

Wherefore after being Matters of the outworks » one might ez 
fily march on hotfeback to the very gate, there being nothing to oppofe the paffage of the 
Rams, nor of the Cavalry, 1 inftantly fummon’d the outworks by a Trumpet , an 
having let them know it was Arfaces that affaulted them in Perfon, my good fortun 
had made that name fo terrible, that nothing but their fear of the King , kept them ii 
any manner of defence. But fcarce had they feen mealight, with a good part of my men, 
to advance with our fwords towards their entrenchments , when after having thot a few 
artows , which hardly wounded any of our men, they retired in diforder toward the 
Gate. Therethey made fome flight refiftance , but when they faw us get on horfebac 
again tofallupon them, and that inftead of making our Ram 
our felvesto break into the Town along with them , they quitted the gates and having 
fhut them, left us free accels , without any other hinderance then that of their arrows 
which play’d upon us from the top of the wall, They thot fo great a number of chem 
that our approach was very difficult, and dangerous, but I Save order to our Archers to 
a thofe that appear'd upon the battlements, and at the fame time covering our 
es with our fhields, we drove our Ramms very impetuoufly againft theGate. / 
- $reat many of our men fell in this aflault, I had two horfes kill’d under me, and moftof 
thofe that made the Ramms Play, whereof divers were without armes, loft their livesitt 
th tfervice.

of his men, had refoly’d to dyefighting, and not ee sry Witla . ad 
lone, and abandoned, made him fuffer in the middle of his ee ae, by hate 
coming toward me, I was advanc’d as farre as the Palaces, where I heard he a f: tthe 
Princefs guarded, and having open’d my way with my Sword , through them that {trove 
to top it. I was got at laft to the gates thereof,and feeing them defended by a great num= 
ber of Souldiers, I flew inamongit them, and made my paffage free , leds pe = 
thofe that would have hindred it. When once I had entred the Court , I alighte . “ 
having commanded as many of thofe that were with me as I had need of, to do - 
like, 1 left the reft at the gate, with orders to-ftay there ull my return, and wentup the 
tairs with my Sword in my hand, my arms befmear’d with blood in many Places, and 
ina pofture that ftruck fear into all that were in my way. I met no obftacle till I came 
to the Princeffes Lodgings, where they the King had left to guard her, hoping for no 
pardon from him if they abandoned her, perfifted ina refiftance which was fatal co them, 
and which made the greateft part of them fall at the doors which they defended, At laft 
that of my Princeffes chamber was open to me, and affoon as I had fet my foot within 
it, I fawher ina corner of the room , as much affrighted as if our defign had been a- 
gainft her very jife. True itis that fach a fpectacle, che fight that had been at her cham. 
ber door,the blood whereof ran all about, and the fight of a great many dead, and dying 
Souldiers, were fufficient to beget a fearin her, neither did 1 think it any thing {trange, 
but judging that Thad notimetolofe in words , I onely faid, Madam, you are free, 
or fhall this be the day that you fhall marry Arfacomes. After thefe words, to which 
(neither receiv’d, nor expected any anfwer , I took her in my arms fainting, and al- 
moftina fwound, and commanded Critonto do the like to Cyllenia , then going out 
again with that precious burthen, and no longer finding any hinderance that could recard 
me, I went down into the Court, the fame way thatI came up, In the mean time the 
Princeffes {pirits were abfolutely gone, which I not Perceiving , put herintothearms of 
one ofmy men, while f got on horfeback, and receiy’d her from him again, without 
obferving it; fo much was! tranfported in the condition I then faw myfelf, and fo ex- 
‘remely taken up with the thought of what I had yet to do, Scarce was] out of the 
Palace gate, when I faw the King coming. accompanied by Prince Carthafis, Arfa- 
omes,and many others , but their number was little able to difpute the victory againft 
me. Hehadno fooner knownme, and {een the Princefs his Daughter in my arms, 
but advancing before all his men, after he had often call’d me traytor, hedarted a jave_ 
lin at me which he held in his righthand, and which came whizzing over my fhoulder, 
Ttrembled for fear of Berenice ; but that was not able to make me lofe the refpec& 
Thore to the Kings perfon, wherefore having given my men a command Onely to defend 
themfelyes , and to maketheretreat after me, King of Scythia (cryed 1) J will neither 
Save thy life, nor thy City, but leave them both for my Princefls Arfacomes may live 
alfo, fince I cannot give him his death without advantage , but he fhall live Without Be- 
fenice, At thefe words, calling to thofe of my party to open and give me Paflage, Ipuc 
on my horfe in the midd’ft of t em, covering my Princefs with my fhield, and crying to 
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Trumpet commanded the inhabitants to retire into their houfes, pro- * 
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ny mento follow me,fince Thad gotten what I defired. I returned to the gate by which 
[came in, without any other difficulty, except the croud of my own Souldiers. They all 
followed me out , and whether it were that they were glad to receive the command of 
‘paring their countreymen, or that really they bore that refpee&to me, I could not have 
with’d a more exact obedience then they (how'd in that encounter. } was out of the 
gates, andretiring coward our camp witha fatisfaction which you may better imagine 
thenI exprefs, when I perceiv'’d that my PrincefS was in a fwound.

If her firft words haft aftonithed me, 
thefe laft piere’d my very heart, and givingme that fenfe again , which her former ones 
had taken from me, they likewifegave me the ftrength to exprefs it. How , Madam, 
(faid 1) do you demand your liberty of me, andare not you free, are not you Sovereign 
_amongft us, whereas before you werea Captive, and a prifoner in that place from whence 
Thave deliver’d you? *Tis true (added the Princefle) I was a Captive > and I was un- 
fortunate, but that captivity, andthofe misfortunes, were better becoming , and more 
eee to Berenice, thenthis liberty you have reftor’d her , or this Empire you 
ave given her over you, and if you will have me make anyufe of it, it fhall onely be to 
conjure youtoifend me backto the King my father.

mutt dye, ‘tis onely this forfaken Arfaces , this Arfaces who no.way but by dying , can 
jattifie the cowardife that will reflec upon him for quitting you to his rival. Yes Ma- 
dam, Iam ready to give youthe cruell proofes of my fubmiffion which you demand, 
and if you yet defire any others, you fhall fee me runto chem with the fame refignation,

which making a no lefs bloody flaughter,return’d a cruel exchange to the contrary party. 
Then it was that the face of the Battle became more horrible, and that death ran through 
all che ranks in many hideous and difmal forms. Oroondates having dif-ingag’d himfelf 
ofthe firft cares of his command , began to fight now in his own perfon, and after he 
had flain the firft that with{tood his fury, fought Perdiccas amongft all his enemies , and 
made hisname refound which way foever he went. Perdiccas avoided not the combat, 
but he wasinviron’d by a number of his friends , to whom Oroondates his valour was. 
wellknown, and who by the trial they had made ofit inthe former Battle, were afraid 
with reafon for their General, and oppofed the defign he had to ftand the fury of thac 
dreadful Enemy. Oroondates hew’d open his paflage to them , but not without difficul- 
ties, and dangers wherein any other man but he would have been loft, Python who at 
the head of his Chariots madea lamentable Maflacre of the Foot , having a while beheld 
hisadiirable actions, notwithftanding the hazard he faw inthat refolution , hadyet the 
boldnefs to encounter him , and remembring in how many perils he had out. brav'd pale 
death under the command of Alexander, he thought chat withont difhonour he could 
not (hun that laft. With his belief he oppofed Oroondates his paffage, and charg’d him, 
with fo weighty aftroke, as made the Prince of Scythia know the vigour of his Enemy, 
but he foon gave him better proofs of his, for withvhis fhield receiving thofe blows where- 
with he feconded his firft, he with one fingle thruft, in the default of his Cuirafs , found 
entrance to thefeatof life. That famous Captain opening his arms fell dead at the 
feet of Agenorhis youngeftfon, who not willing to furvive his father, inftead of giving 
him the laft affiftance, ran defperately asa Lion to hisrevenge; Cruel man (cried he 
to the Prince) fince thou haft kill’d my father, either dic, or kill me alfo, Ashe fpake 
thefe words, heruth’d precipitately upon him with fo little circum fpection, that inthe 
Point of the fword yet reaking with his fathers blood , he found the end of that life, 
which he no longer would preferve, Nearchus a moft intimate friend to Python,

-wo brave Princes having found Oroondates in fo great a danger , Courage (cryed they 
both rogether) we muft conquer, we muft take revenge, and breaking into that Rampart 
5f men which feltred Perdiccas from the Prince of Scythia’s fury , quickly leffen'd theie 
number, and with actions worthy of themfelves , difingag’d cheir gallant friends 
Oroondates was forry he had neglected the care of a General, co follow his particular 
Revenge,and knowing that all che enemies Army began to encompafs them,fent word by 
Alexander to Craterus,and to the Amazon Queen, that they fhould bring up the faft i 
talions to charge.

The name of Arfaces ftruck 
a fear into the Enemies Troops , but before he could make his paffage to the Queen, her 
Cask was fallen.ac her feet, and her head being unarm’d, would certainly have been 
wounded by the hand of cruel Statanor , if the unexpected fword of a Warriour who 
appear'd upona fudden, hadnot flath’d off that facrilegiousarm , and witha fecond 
blow taken thelife of that barbarous man, whom the fight of fo much beauty had 
not been able to make relent. After this attion , that valiant man flew Sinus alfo 
the Prince of Sufiana, who was one of the eagereft to kill or take the Queen, and gave 
the fon of Scytheus a morta! wound. By thefe exploits he feattered the throng wherewith 
Thaleftris was almoft orewhelm’d, and had already procu’d her means to get upon Sta- 
tanors horfe, when they faw the foe give way at the arrival of the redoubted Arfaces, 
Arfaces was follow'd by a fquadron of Baétrians and Cappadocians , who under fach a 
Leader quickly chang’d the face of the Combat , for charging into the thickeft of Scy- 
theus his Sufians and Zogdians, he not onely ftopt their impetuofity , but made them 
lofethe defign they had againft the life of their enemies, to think upon the prefervation 
of their own. How many courageous men fell then under the fword of great Arfaces, 
and how much blood did he pour forth to the fair Amazons revenge , and to Darius his 
memory | Scytheus was one of the firft that felt his fury, who being run quite through 
the body, fell without breathin the middle ofhis Troops. Arthous Prince of the Pelat. 
gians would have reveng’d his friend , but he meta deftiny which differ’d onely in this, 
that Scytheus received his death by the point of Arfaces {word, and he his by the edge, for 
both his arms,which he had lifted up to difcharge a blow with all his force on his enemies, 
head being cut off clofeto his elbows,he was carried away awhile by his unguided Horfe, 
and tumbled at laft among the feet of the reft, wherehe miferably loft his life. That 
Warrior who had firft reliev'd the Amazon Queen , feconded Arfaces with blows little 
different from his, and Thaleftris being got on horfeback , and having put on her Cask 
again by his affiftance, labour’din her own revenge with marvellous animofity. The 
Amazons rallied in alittle time , and being encourag’d by theexample of their Queen, 
and by the help of the Ba@trians, and of the Cappadocians their neighbours , they came 
ona frefh with fucha fury, thatthe Troops of Statanor, the Sufians and the Zogdians 
having loft their chief Commanders, wereno longer able to withftand them , but having 
fought a while retiring, at laft turn’d their backs, and quitted che ViGory and the Field 
together. The Conquerous feeing them routed , follow’d their advantage with loud 
cries, butin the interim on the other wing of the Battel the fuccefs was very contrary. 
The Argirafpides and Macedonians led by the furious Seleucus, Caflander and Perdiccas 
who then fouphprhere in perfon, after having broken the Lydian and Pamphilian fqua- 
drons, were already enlarging their Victory upon the Phrygians, and by little and little 
were putting the better part of the Army ina rout. They ftill advanc’d like an impetuous 
Torrent which nothing was able to refift, when the Gods for the fafety of their foes 
brought Prince Oroondates to oppofe them 5 Who with Ptolomeus and Lyfimachus

that valiant man, reduc’d co the laft extremity of his life, was difputing the remainders of 
it afoot againft a company of Souldiers,who but for his arrival had certainly madean end 
ofhim, Arfaces having heard fome body name him, and knowing him by divers marks,he 
who though he had not known him,and forall he was an Enemy, would not have fafter’d 
fo brave a man to beflain,rode up before all his fouldiers,and by redoubled cries {topping 
the fury of the hotteft among them, drew near to Seleucus, who making ufe of the refpite 
that was given him, fet the point of his {word upon the ground,and leaning on the hile to 
takea little reft and breath ,faw his blood run down from a great many parts of his body.

chus, Demetrius, and Ptolomeus, to ftop the flanghter of fo many men, who had given 
over all refiftance. Spare friends, (cryed he,running from place to place) {pare thofe who 
were your Countreymen,and your fellow fouldiers,there has been blood enough fhed al- 
ready, and our Victory for being the more bloody,cannot now be any thing the more en- 
tire. Arfaces help’d the Prince of Scythia in that emplyment, and by the care they took 
they fay’d thelives of many thoufand men, The fouldiers having Jong been deaf to thofe 
commands, beganto obey in many places, and giving quarter, took fome of their Ene- 
mies prifoners, leaving the reft free liberty to efcape , allthofe that could get off, retir'd 
to Babylon, the Gates whereof were fet open to them, and of all that mighty number of 
Souldiers ; which a few hours before had covered alithe Plain, there remain’d not any 
without the walls but what were either dead or Prifoners.In fhort,our Princes had as total 
a Victory as they could have witht, and if the ardour of Oroondates and Arfaces had 
been follow’d, they that very day would have appear’d at the heels of the runawafs, be- 
fore the Gates of Babylon , but Antigonus, Craterus, and Polyperchon oppofed that re- 
folution, and knowing that it was near night, and that the City was notina condition 
' tobe eafily taken, they ftaid their impetuoufnefs with very {pecious reafons, and telling 
them how well they ought to be fatisfied with the a@ions of that day , perfwaded them

> The firft care our Princes took , before they went into their Tents > Was that of 
rendering thanks @ito the gods by Sacrifices , which were inftantly offered, the 
next, that of fending to feck.out thofe among the dead, who were yet in a con- 
dition to receive their affiftance, and the laft , that of caufing their own wounds 
to be fearched and dreffed. The Princeffés were prefent at this actionina tertible 
fear; and the Chyrurgeons, after the Princes were laid in Bed performed their of- 
fice very carefully. Ofoondates and Artaxerxes, who with prodigious exploits 
had fonght Death and Wounds among fo many thonfand Swords, by a kinde of 
miracle had hardly any ure act all ; and the Princeffes had {carce power enough 
over them, to make them keep their beds the next day; Lyfimachus was almoft in 
the fame condition; Prolomeus his left Arm was run through with a Javelin, and 
Eumenes his Thigh with a Sword: Thaleftris had three or four Wounds, but all 
flight ones ; and the Chyrurgeons, who knew her impatiency, gave her hope of 
being cured within afew dayes. Demetrius had received two deep cutsin the ri 
Shoulder; Antigonus and Polyperchon were wounded in the Head; Craterus and 
Prince Oxyartes not at all, Laomedon and Menander were brought from among 
the flain with very little hope of fife , the condition of Artabafus his two Sons 
was little better: and there were very few of all the moft confiderable Officers, 


_ that ftood not in need of the Chyrurgeons help. But among thofe that were mott 


_ carefully looked to, Seleucus, for all he was an enemy, had the advantage of all 
thereft, and Prince Artaxerxes , who had caufed him to be laid in his own Cham- 
ber , and who to leave it to him, meant toretire himfelf into that of Oroondates, 
would not fuffer his Armes to be taken off, till he had been prefent at the drefling 
of his Wounds. Selcucus was hurt in the head’, in the body, and inthe left arm, but 
they judged him not to be in danger of death; At which news, Arfaces fhewed by 
all bis Action, how great an intereft he took in the fafety of that gallant man, 
After he had given him all manner of affurance of it, and that Oroondates by his 
example, had with exeeflive civilities teftified his efteem of him ; they left the 
Chamber free, that he might take his reft, and obeyed the defires of the Princes, 
who conftrained them to think of their own healths, While they were giving this 
fuccour to Seleucus, Lyfimachus and Ptolomeus did the fame to Leonatus and Nearchus, 
who were found all wounded among the prifoners ; and without doubt had loft 
their lives, as well as their bleod , if they had not been very carefully affifted.

himagain with the fame fuddennefs; and though out of the’ goodnefle of his Na- 
ture, he ftill was very much troubled for that Womans misfortune, he had pre- 
ferved but little remembrance of her Beauty, or of any thing elfe that could 
make his love the companion of bis forrow: Though all that have fpoken of

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eadth was two and thirty foot , fo chat man Chariots might eafily go z 
es thetop of them: Atcertain val! diane ftood Rie of i oc Pe 
ten foot higher then the Walls, giving them the command of all the nei hbouring 
Fields; and though their ftrength was exceeding great of themfelves, they were for- 
tified with a Mote of three{core foot deep, andtwo hundred broad; there were fome 
Qut-works alfo on the far (ide of it, but they were of no great defence, and by rea- 
fonof thelittle fear they had been in of a fiege, they had nor taken any pains to better 
them. : 
Tt was before this this ately Town that the Vi@orious Army encamped , and the 
frighted Inhabitants from the topof their Walls faw in one day a Thoufand 
Tents pitched, a thoufand Banners difplayed , and the whole Field covered with 
Men and Horfes: The order of their encamping was very regular, and in the 
three feverall Quarters, allthe Souldiers having their places affigned to hut them- 
felves, fell to work about it with fo much diligence and readineffe, that within three, 
dayes one might walk up and down the Camp, in long ftraight ftreets, where fym- 
metry and proportion were moft exaétly obferved, they were feparated accard- 
ing to their feveral Nations, but thofe Forces that were deftined to pafs the River, 
as foon as the Bridges fhould be finithed , were lodged outermoft , and took not 
the pains co fit themfelves as the reft, for a ftay of fo few dayes. The number of 
them , taking in thofe chat were left in the old Camp to guard the wounded men, 
wasnotleffe then the other, being they were to lye in the moft dangerous places, 
and to poffeffe that fide , where the coming of relief was moft apprehended, The 
third day after, Artaxerxes, Oroondates, Lyfimachus, and Ptolomens , came up fo their 
Companions , fearing fome occafion of getting honour fhould pais, while they 
were abfent, and not being willing to part, they made their Tents beffec up in 
Prince Oxyartes his Quarter: Berenice and Apamia not being able to forfake them, 
left Polemons houfe with Deidamia, (who would needs keep them company) and 
went to lodge there with them , and thofe fair Princeffes , whom the Accidents of 
their life had taught not to fear death , were not afraid to draw near their Ene- 
mies , nor to expofe themfelves to the perils of a fiege, togo along with perions 
that werefodeartothem. The next day Thaleftris, who could not bear their ab- 
fence, made her felf beremoved to-them , for all fhe was fo wounded, Demetrius, 
to whom it was an infupportable thing to be parted from Deidamia, defpifed the 
counfel of bis Phyficians co be nearer to her , and within cwo dayes after, Eumenes, 
Antigonvs, Laotnedon, Menander, the fons of Artabafus, and all the other wound- 
ed men diflodged by their example, and neglected their hurts to fee the Walls of 
Babylon. Seleucus alfo , and his three Companions would ftay no. longer at Pole- 
mons Houle, where they had been lodged and looked to with a great deal of care; 
and though they were more wounded then the reft, and infuch a condition as 
would not fuffer them to be removed without fome danger , “Arfaces was con- 
{trained to make them be brought upon Hand Litters, and lodged in a Tent hard 
byhis. Polemons houfe remained quite empty , and even Alcione, S&eing Cleonimus 
cured of his Wounds, and ableto ferverhe Princes in perfon’, placed her felf with 
the Princeff®, Berenice, who received her with much affection ; and Clennimus, to 
whom the Princes of Perfiaand Scythia were fo highly obliged , one for his Miftreffe, 
the other for Sifter, talted the kindelt expreffions of their favour, and was taken 
into the fame degree of nearneffe with Araxes and Cricon; who by their admirable 
fidelity had made themfelves very confiderable co their Mafters: They needs 


- would have him make relation of what they knew not of his Adventures, and at 


their requeft he gave them am account of all thofe Voyages, to which his forrow 
had engaged him: He told them how after the Newes of Theanders death, which 
Was come to his hearing, he in vain had fought for reft and comfort, and thar 
Srpolin to flye a Countrey, where he had been fo unfortunate , be had trave 
about Alia, andall Europe, ‘and had never ended his wanderings but with 

if afcer many years of a moft rigorous abfence, which had worn out the 

of his grief for the toffe of Theander, the remermbrance of Alcione had #0 ry - 
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fently recalled him , and made him by force refolve to fee the innocent caufe of 
his affliGtions once again before he died, but yet without any defign , to overthrow 
the memory of Theander in her heart , or to oblige her by any of his actions , to 
recedein favoutof him , from what fhe owed toher dear Husband. The Princes, 
who had heard the firft paflages of Cleonimus his Story from Berenice, admired his 
Vertue, and knowing his paffion , and the ardent affection of Alcione , refolved to 
do that for them, which neither of them durft defire, and to take away by their 
Authority , all che bafhfulneffe , and all the feruples that hindered them from fol- 
Jowing their own inclinations. In the mean time the Princes thought fit to make 
thofe Works be affaulted, that were defended by the Medians, the Drahe’s , and the 
Argeans , and forthat purpofe, were commanded ont two thoufand Macedonians, 
two thoufand Thracians, two thoufand Phrygians, one thoufand Amazones, and 
a thoufand Cappadocians , under the condué& of Lyfimachus to attacque the Medes , 
anda likenumber of Cilicians , Egyptians, Syrians, Lydians, and Bactrians , under 
Ptolomens to fallonagainft the Drahe’sand Argeans. Prince Oroondaces , and the 
valiant Arfaces would have accompanied their friends in that occafion, but they 
toldthem it was not bufineffe worthy of their hazard, and prayed them fo earneft- 
ly to leave themthe whole honour of it, that they were fain to let their defire of 
Adtion , yield to the importunity of their requeft. Young Alexander, Menelaus, and 
divers othersof his age, were of that patty without Office or Command, and 
marched on foot at the Head of thofe Squadrons againft Enemies, whom their 
Entrenchments could not preferve from the fear of their approach; and indeed 
‘they came on with an undauntedneffe fo little common, that the boldeft of them 
trembled with good reafon , and advancing through a thick fhower of Arrows, 
‘obliged their men by their example to contemn the danger that oppofed their 
paffage. That employment could not have been given to any two, that would 
more generonfly have difcharged it, and the great Exploits of Oroondates and 
Arfaces , having begot a noble emulation in them, carried‘them on to more then 
ordinary atchieyements. The circumftances of all chat paft in that piece of fer- 
vice would be but troublefome, Lyfimachus on his fide , and Ptolomeus on his, after 
a vigorous refiftance, and the death of two or three thoufand of their men, en- 
tered the Enemies Entrenchments, and had made themfelves abfolute Matters of 
thofe Out-works, when Antigenes witha party of Argyrafpides fallied upon Lyfi- 
‘machus; andTolas, the Brother of Caffander again& Prolomeus: ‘That Sally retard- 
ed the Victory of our two Princes, but was not able co prevent it, and though 
they were not ignorant, that there were Squadrons drawn forth co fecond them, 
they neglected their Affiftance , and onely with their own Men encountred thofe 
new Enemies with fuch an extraordinary Courage, That after a Fight maintained 
with the death of many of them, they made the reft turn their backs; and haying 
driven them within a Bow-fhoot of their Gates, remained peaceable Mafters of 
all the Out-works. In this bufineffe they of Babylon loft above four thoufand of 
their men, nor did the Princes efcape at an eafier rate, but the advantage was’ 
wholly theirs: And after having lodged part of their men in thofe places, whence 
they had beaten their Enemy, they returned Victorious to their brave Compani- 
“ons, ftom whom they received praifes due to the gallant Actions of that Day, 
ind an encreafeof that Reputation they had gained in many fuch like Occafions. 
day following was given on both fides to the Buriall of the Dead; and the 
Morning, as Oroondatesand Artaxerxes were rifing, there wasa Spye of their 
roughtinto them,’ whohad beentakenin the Camp clofe by their Tene,

Itis that falfe Wretch Arbates, a 
she Name of Arbates, Oroondates perfectly remembred him , and at the fight of 
-hat man , who by his. perfidioufneffe had deftroyed his Fortune , and who alone 
had plunged him into the bottomleffe Sea of his mifeties , a chilneffe ran through 
{i his Veins, and his Countenance was fo changed , that all the Company ob- 
ferved the great difturbance of his minde: After this fhivering , and this paleneffe, 
‘ollowed an extraordinary colour, which his anger brought into. his face, and 
got being able in thofe firft motions to malter his lawful indignat 
himfelf within the bounds of his ufvallmoderation: You have breug 


Traiterous fervant , who facrificed his Mafter to fo many painful deaths ; 1 
This Monfter , by whom I fuffer, and by whom 1 have fuffered the whole weight of my 
Affli@ions. Hemadea ftopat chefefirft words , andnot being ableto expreffe him- 
felf well enough in the impetuoufnefle of his choller, he fixe his Byes, fparkling 
with Rage, upon the face of that pertidious Wretch, who in a mortal terrour and 
confufion kept his faft upon the ground, with an action fully prepared for th: 

death, which in his own confcience he had but too wellde(erved, Thou thalt dye 
(purfued che furious Prince) thou fhalt diein moft exquifite torments ; and though ch 
4eath cannot reftore me what thon haft robbed me of, nor make amends in the {mallelt 
degree for thofe infinite miferies thou haft made me endure, 1 will at leaft give this fatis- 
faction to my grief, and to my love, to facrificethe curfed inftrament of. all. my misfor- 
tunes, and the true caufe of thedeath of fo many thoufand perfons, From thefe words 
the tranfported Prince fell into the remembrance of chat bappineffe , which Arbates 
his Treachery had taken from him , and that reflection touched him fo deeply, 
That all the company faw his face immediately bathed in Teares and were {uch 
partakersin his grief, That they feemed but little different from him, either in 
the fadneffe that appeared in their Countenances, or in theit Refentments againtt 
the difloyall Arbates. His Treachery was known to them, and they all inftantly 
judged him worty of the moft rigorous torments that could be invented, and of 
a deftiny, at leaft, likethat of Beflus. Till then Oroondates had continued in the 
thoughts of an ordinary man, and not being able in thofe firft motions, utcerly 
to. develt himfelf, of what he held from humane Nature, he had let himfelf be 
carried away Co inclinations that were not unredfonable, but prefencly after he 
from meer man, came back again to Oroondates ; all whofe thoughts had nothing 
common with thofe of other men, when they had power to work at liberty: 
And looking upon trembling Arbates with a fcorn , that a few minutes before had 
anger in it, he judged, that the Revenge he could take upon him was too un- 
worchy of himfelf, and thac it was againit more noble Enemies, then a vile fer- 
vant, he ought to pour forth his indignation ; wherefore putting on a mild 

Countenance . he turned coward thofe that had taken him + Why did you not kul 
this Traitor ({aid he) as {oon as you difcovered him to bean Enemy , inftead of bringing 
him before us ?Do you not know chat che fight of Princes is favourable to Criminals, ry 

that Artaxerxes , Lyfimachus , and Ptolomeus, are too generous to epee ale 

and a fhamefull revenge? The Souldiers had reafons enongh to pe te 

felves, and they were not unknown to him, but he gave chem not the leafure, 


and looking upon Arbates, who at thefe laft words began to refettle his fears, 


‘Hive difloyal Wretch, ({aid he) live, Gace thou art unworthy of the death, which I could 
fe nee Matte en aeave thou art deftined toa more ignominious end, then that 
‘thou fhouldft receive from Oroondates.’ Live, bur go live among our Enemies, and tell 
Roxana and Caflander, Tenvy them not the fervice of a man fic fe rnone , bur fach a 
‘Miftreffe. and fucha Mafter. With thefe words he turned away his eyes, not being 
be behold him longer without repugnance , and Arbates hot knowing wher 

to finde words to excnle his crime, nor to thank the Ptince for the me 
fhewed him, Snely fell upon his Knees, teftifying by his geftures, an 
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Tears, fome kinde of acknowledgement, and fome kinde of Repentance. If the Princes 

that were prefent at this action , hadnot been generous enough themfelves to do the 
fame ina like encounter , they without doubt would have admiredit: But being the 
had fouls made up all of noblenefs, and that they wereaccuftomed to the gallant deed,

“City. Alcetas much lefs wounded then his Brother Antigenes , Nearchas his 
Father, and fome others, did all they poffibly could to that purpofe; and white 
they were fo imployed, Perdiccas, Caffander , Neoptolemus , and the reft who had 
not come off fo well , went to their Beds to feck repofe, and remedy for their 
Wounds, All things were then ina very lamentable form in Babylon; the ftreets 
rang with the cryes of many thoufands, who then finding their Joffes, enqui- 
redfortheir Sons, for their Fathers, or their Husbands, with tears and mournful 
groans, the mangled Souldiers ‘begged with cryes to have their Wounds dreffed : 
To this grief, and co this diforder, was alfo added the fear of timerous Wo- 
men, and feeble old men , who being utterly difmayed by fo great a defeat, 
imagined every moment, that they faw the Enemies within their Gates , and who 
with mortall terrours expected che taking and facking of their City. Alcetas 
and his Companions took the beft courfe they were able in that confufion , they 
fhewed a great deal of care in quartering the Souldiers , who by reafonof the 
yaltnefle of the Town, found all room enough ; they looked to fet fuch Guards, 
as were neceffary within, and to man the Out-works , which they meant to keep , 
nor did they forget any thing belonging to their charge in fo prefling an exi- 
ency, You may guefle at» Roxana’s forrow by her interelt , it was fo violent, 
hae of all the reft of that day, fhe was not capable of any thing that was faid 
to comforther,; and the Phy(icians, whohad care of her health , told her , but 
invain , That being fo far gone with Childe , fhe did her felf a great deal of 
harm by fuch an exceffe of grief. Her difquiets were augmented by the news fhe 
heard that day; for fhe was told by thofe, that had efcaped from the Battle , that 
Prince Oroondates , who was fo dear to her remembrance , was amongft her Ene- 
mies; that he had commanded the Army that day , and that ic was co bis valour, 
andto his good condu&, his Party owed the winning of that ViGory: She alfo 
heard that Artaxerxes, the Son of Darius, who had been thought dead fo many 
years , was alive in the fame party ; and that icwashe himfelf that had ferved 
onher fide inthe former Battle ; and who, under the name of Arfaces, had gain- 
ed fo high a reputation. Roxana was as fenfible of thefe news , as one can pof- 
fibly imagine ; there was no doubt but fhe was infinitely troubled to know that 
Artaxerxes was alive, who thereby fruftrared che cruelty the had ufed againtt his 
Sifters, and who much more potently, then thofe Princeffes , could diftrub her 
in the poffeflion of her Dominions; but yet fhe was more fenfible of Oroondates 
hisreturn: The knowledge of his hatred was a terrible difcontent to her , find. 
ing it fo great, that it had made him fide with her Enemies, andfght every day 
againfther: And though the was not ignorant how ju(t caufe hehad, nor could 
in reafon condemn his refentments ; fhe could not choofe buc be much afflided 
at them , fince they croffed the defign the had of drawing him co her affection, 
and that by thofe expreffions of his hatred , he fhewed the fmall inclination he 
hadtoloveher; yet wasitfome comfort to her to know he was fo near her, for 
all he was an Enemy , and in this fatisfaction , and fome remaining {park of 
hope , not yet extinguifhed in her heart, the found at laft caufeto beas much cone 
tented , as if fhe had not heard of him at all, She paffed the night in diftractions, 
which according to Helione’s report , would not fuffer her to fleep a moment ;

Son, Prince Artaxerxes + It is he chat may trouble your Reign a great deal mote pomer- 
fully then his Sifters, and all che advantage we can reap by that horrid cruelty, will be 
nothing but the ftings of a guilty confcience, thac will corture us for ever. Perdiccas made 
aftop at thefe words, and the Queen replied,I was perfwaded to that cruelty againft mine 
own inclination, by the example of many perfons that have done the fame ina like con- 
dition: And though the advantages I defired to procure to Alexanders Son, made me 
conquer my natural pity , I have not neverthele! sbeen without a great deal of forrow 
and repentance for it. It is true, thereturn of Artaxerxes, whom the Gods have miracu- 
Joufly raifed again, hath overthrown all our policy ; but it is as true, that] would revoke 
what’s paffed, ifit were in the power of mankinde ; and that I now.could with with all 
my heart, thofe Princefles werealive, They arealive, Madam, (anfwered Perdiccas it: 
ftantly) and the gods have not permitted , that the moft illuftrious Blood in the W. 
{hould be fo cruelly fhed. Are they alive? (cryed Roxana in edmiration) Yes Madam, 
(added Perdiccas) they arefo: And he, whom deceafed Alexander honoured with the 
Taft marks of hisaffection,was not fo bafe, asto deftroy what was deareft to him in all the 
world: it was by the death of certain condemned flaves that your eyes were deceived, and 
your paflion farisfied; But neither my compliance with you, nor the confideration of my 
Interefts, were able to make me forget what I owed to my King, and to the quality ofa 
Prince. inwhich I was born. You required too inhumane, and too fhameful effects of 
Perdiccas his obedience ; and if you were to have employed his hand to do you fervice, it 
fhould have been in anaction more worthy of him, and againft other enemies, then thofe 
great and innocent Princefles. While Perdiccas {pake on this manner, Roxana hearkned 
to him with fo much aftonifhment, that of a long time fhe was not able to reply ; and 
that ftrange news furprized her in fuch fort, that fhe knew not which way fhe 
fhouldreceiveit. The return of Artaxerxes, which thwarted the fecurity the thought 
fhe had eftablithed in her Dominions, by the death of his Sifters, might have 
made her content they werealive, but that of Oroondates bringing to minde the 
Intereft 6f her love , incenfed her fo againit her Rival , whom fhe faw comming in- 
to the World again , to deprive her of a happinefle, upon which fhe had fettled 
fome flattering hopes , That the ftraight repented the rae had made in her 
Favour but a minute before. What? Perdiccas, ( {aid fh Jooking upon him 
with an angry eye) Have you then deceived a Princeffe , chat ttnfted no body but your 
felf,and that putall her Interefts into your hand fo freely 2 I have deceived you, (replied 
Perdiccas) as 1 fhould have deceived all the moft foyercign Powers upon Earnh, ped 
though my action ftand not in need of any juftification, know, to theend you may 
better fatisfied, chat to the Intereft of my honour, andto that of Alexanders ADA 
Talfo joyned chat of my love, which alone was able co overturn all my refolutions. ove 
Madam, fince it is no longer rime to difavowir ; I love Queen Statira, and for chat love, 
inftead of attempting againtt her life, I would have given my own , fhe hath ne pain, 
againft whom I wou! id not have defended her at the price of my Blood; and I have done 
a great deal more to content you, then I ought to have done, fince I put her in fear of 
death, fince I kept her concealed , to avoid your anger, though fhe were all manner of 
wayes the greatelt Princefs of the world ; and fince I made her lay afide the name of Sta- 
tira, peculiar to the Royalty, to takeagain that of Caffandra, the Daughter of Codo- 
man: Sheis now in Babylon, and if hitherto my refpect co you hath obliged me to con- 
ceal from you, both her being alive, and the placéof her abode. I think thatnow Imay | 
declare them to you , by reafonof Artaxerxes his return, of the belief I have, chat 
misfortunes may have appeafed you ; and of the hope, that you will have fome 1! :

Ido not doubt (faid he) but that Queen Statira is prepoffeffed with fome power- 
fol inclination that makes her to difdain my affection ; nor am I ignorant, but the Prince 
you {peak of isa valiant anda terrible Enemy ; I have already tried his Forces in two 
fer Battels, and I have hada difcourfe with him, which hath fufficiently made me under~ 
ftand his intentions , but neither the knowledge of Caffandra’s engagement can repulfe 
me, nor is tliat of my rivals power able coaffright me ; 1 fhould have fatisfied him before 
now, if Icould have feared his threatnings , but ifin the open Field he faw me not avoid

Perdiccas received this 
Complement of the Queens, with a great deal of Civility; and after I had alfo 
protefted to him from her, That inead of doing him harm, fhe would favonr 
his paflion , as much as potibly fhe could. Dear Arbates, ({aid fhe) you may tell 
the Queen, That fince fhe hath fo generoufly conquered her refentments, in favour 
of me, there is no confideration inthe World, that can feparate me from her fervice, 
and that J will {pend my Blood to the laft drop forher quarrel, with more paffion then 
formyown. Hefent me back with this Anfwer, and prefently after, being vifited by 
Alcetas, he gave him the order he defired , to have obferved for the fervice of the two 
Princefles: From that very day Alcetas left them the whole Houfe , caufed the 
Lodgings to be furnifhed according to their quality, gave them a great many 
‘Women to wait upon them, with Officers, little different from what they had 
hadin former times; and fettled their Houthold in fuch a manner, That Queen 
Statira was attended in all points, as Alexander’s Widdow; And the Princefle 
Parifatis, as the Daughter of Darius. Nothing but liberty was refufed them; 

- the paffage out of the Houfe, being forbidden by a great number of Souldiers, 
who kept Guards there, as atthe Palace of a Queen, and who detained them as 
Prifoners, They have their Chambers free, but the Guard lye at the door ; 
They continually have Sentinels under their Windows, and when they walk in 
the Garden, which they havethe liberty to do, they follow them alwayes, but 

in fuch a manner, That they feemrather to be thereto do them honour, then to 
reftrain them. erdiccas did not refolve to ufe them on that fafhion, without 
being well affured, That all the Forces of Babylon were at his devarion, and 
‘Roxana’s; and thatthofe; inwhom the love of their naturall Princefles, might 
ftir up a defire-to give them liberty, or a forrow for their Captivity, were too 
weak in the City, todare to fhow themfelves, or to undertake any thing againft 

his Authority. In the mean time, though he was forced to keep his Bed, he 
provided, with a great deale of care and diligence; for all bufinefles, and for 
the defence of the Town, Alcetas, who never ftaid within doors for his wounds, 
aflifted by Andiagoras, Antigines, Iolas, and many other Commanders, who by 
Practife have attained an exact knowledge in matters of War, forgot none of 

the duties of a perfect Captain, for the defence of the City: He lodged the Soul- 
diets, according to the Quarters that were afligned them, and according to the 
order of the Affaults you might make, difpofed the Guards,.as well for the 
Out-Works, as for the Walls, over-looked the Arms, vifited the Storcs of 
ViGtual that were in the Town, and caufed Provifions to be put into the Ma- 
Gazines , fet men at work to make Arrows, employed others about Boats, to 

- make Sallies upon the River, if it were neceffary; and to oppofe the Works, 
you fhould make there, and fent Meffengers into all the Provinces of their Al. 

lies to haften Relief. Perdiccas and Caffander left their Beds the fame day, and

While Perdiccas was {peaking on this manner, they faw Penceltas come gal- 
lopping as fat as polfibly he could, who afloonas he was near, cried cut to them that 
the Enemyes were falling on at the Gates, and were ready to force them open by the 
affitance of Nearchus, who with above three thoufind men did’ al 
tate their enrrance, and to kill all thofe that offred to oppofe ir. 
This news troubled Perdiccas exceedingly, and abfolutely changed the intensions 
of Neoptolemus and Andiagoras, who united themfelves immediatly with Perdiccas, 
forgetting the conlideration of thofe petty differences he had with Roxana, to joyn 
their forces againft their common enemies for the defence of their lives. Neop ole nus 
Went prefently away with half their men, to defend che gate which was affaulced by 
Nearchus within, and by the enemies without. Perdiccas and Andiagoras with che 
tettmarched againtt Oroondates and Seleucus;and Peuceltas ran up and down through 
the whole Town to make the Inhabitants cake Arms, and to lead them to the defence 
of their gates and wals. Perdiccas returned very feafonably to reinforce his men, who 
at laft did nothing bue flie before their Cohquerors ; bur that fupply changed che form 
of the combat, and they began to face about, whom theimage of death before had ter- 
tified, The Prince of Scychia and his valiant Companion loft no courage for thar acci- 
dent, bur animating their men by their words and by their example,made them refolve 
Seneroufly co difpure the victory ; never did warriors fight with fo much*refolucion, 
and allthac Oroondates and Seleucus had donein the late battel, was not comparable 
totheir aétions then.

Noneofthecompany could behold the illuftrious family of Darius in that condition 
without an extraordinary tenderneffe, nor was there one of all thofe that were prefenc 
but appear’d molt fenfibly concern’d in that alieration of their fortune. The Queen 
was hardly gotten loofe from her Brothers arms, when with altonifhment the faw 
her felfin thechafe of anatmed man, who embracing and kifling her, furprized her 
and made her blu(h at his familiarity ; but Prince Oroondates took away her fcruples, 
by making known that Warriour to be the fair Amazone Queen, Whole fex allowed 
her priviledges that were denyed unto her habit, The Queen wassnot ignorant of 
Thaleltrifs’s Reputation, and having heard fhe fought her quarrel,had bred a very great 
affection toward hers wherefore fhe then gave all the Teitimonies of it that could be 
defired ; and after having held her long between her arms, {hie prais’d her vertue, and 
returned thanks for che affiftance wherewith fhe had: uch noble and 
obliging terms,that fhe inftantly woon the heart of the fat 5 made her to 
approve of all thofe pains Oroondaces had undergone for a Princefle fo worthy of his 
affeGtion. Orontes,whom the Princeof Scythia prefenced to the Queen, was received 
by her with thofe kindneffes ghar weredtieto his vertue, and to his near alliance to 
Oroondates; and che Queen could not remember chat name of Orontes, under which 
her Prince had lived { inher Fathers Coure, without calling to minde the former 
actions of his life. W 
the two Princeffes what they believed their due afcer thar knowledg , they cume: 
all together toward Seleucus,. and call’d him their Deliverer, with Acclamactons full 
of acknowledgment. Oroondates offred him his life, which he confefled he owed to 
him ; the Queen and the Princefle her Sifter profeffed themfelves indebted to him for 
theits, Artaxerxes intereffed by the fafery of his dear Brother, and by thac of his dear 
filers,and Lyfimachus by that of his Princeffe,could not worthily enough expreffe their 
fence of fo high an obligation,and all of them extold it,and the vercue of their defender, 


with prayfes which his Modefty could not fuffer. He difingaged himfelf as well 
as poflibly he could from thofe civilities wherewith he

But Oroondates, 
whofe captivity had colt Berenice and Barfina fo many tears, challenged his place nexc 
after the Princeffes,and in the armes of that dear Sifter,and of that dear friend received 
the teftimonies of an exceflive gladnefle, which fucceededa mott violenv fotrow. Tr 
would be hard to repeat all che Difcourfes which pafled at the fame time among(t fo 
many fair and illuftruous perfons ; all chac ever Friendthip, or ‘ivilicy had ac any time 
fuggelted, was put in practice chen in chat Affembly,andin the end, after a conteltation 
fullof mucual refpeét, che Princefle Berenice was conttrained to fuffer the Queen to 
conduét her to the lodging: chat was prepared for her, while Parifacis did the fame to 
Deidamia. Being come into Berenice’s Chamber, thefe two Princefles fell afrefh inco 
Difcourfes and Aétions; that favoured more of an ancient friendfhip, than of an 
affection then taking birth, 

But Prince Oroondates,{eeing them in the condition he had fo much defire 
to think of fome light wounds he had received, which did alittle 
retired privately to his Chamber, he went to bed by the advice of 

Seleucus who was in the like condition did the fame ; of all the other Princes, only 
Craterus andAntigomus were wounded, but their hurts were very inconfiderablesThofe 
of Oroondates Would have difturbed the Joy of the Princeffes,if they chac had fearched 
them had not prefently brought word, that they Were neither fo dangerous, nor {fo 
great as tokeep him in bed above two dayes. All chat good Company paffed the 
Evening in his Chamber,and there itwas chat ite counfel of Artaxerxes,the Queen 
Was perfwaded to prefent Theodates to himjand informe him of the King his Father’s 
death.

plunged her at firlt into an extremity of forrow, 


it began by little and little to receive

Made his prefence fo dearto him, that he knew not how fufficiently to expreftehis 
affegtion toward him : Buc when he asked him the cauve of his coming, the Queen, 
after having prepared him by her Difcourfe for the news the meant to tell him, did 
at Jaft acquit her {elf of the Commiffion the Company had given her.’

She had no repugnance in her heart to grant him them, and the was fo much indebted 
to Lyfimachus his fervices, and had fo great an efteem of him, and even fo great sn 
inclination to his perfon,that fhe could not chink of fettling her felf any way more to 
her contentment, but her fevere humour had much ado co declare it felf, and perhaps 
fhe would not have done it of along time, ifthe queen her Sifter, and the Prince hee 
Brother, who were much obliged to Lyfimachus, and who sonfidered him infinitely, 
had not joyn’d with him, and had not in his favour imploy’dall that interett which 
friendfhip and nearneffe of Blood allowed them with their Sifters, Parifatis belicyed 
fhe could not errein following the example, and the counfel of Perfons who then had 
fonie !awfull Authority over her, and giving Lyfimachusherhand, and promifed him 
that fhe would allwayes be ready to follow the advice of the Prince her Brother,and of 
the queen her Sifter. After having taken this order about Lyfimachus his affairs;they 
altogether began to think oftheirs that yet remained. Orontes had no need of thei:

Cannot the example 
of fo many vertuous Princefles move unfenfible Deidamia? and fhall not I vainly 
have foughtin your behalf again{t our living Enemies, ifthe dead make War againtt 
me, and if I am conquered by the dead? Mutt that which no longer has a beeing 
tryumph over me with fo great advantages? or mult I ceafe to have a beeing my felf,to 
touch her in my death,in whom during my life I cannot ftir up any fence of pitty? Ab! 
how willingly would I precipitate thy felfinto my Grave, if I believed that by my 
death I might render my deftiny equall co that of fortunate Agis, and how freely 
Would I pour forth all my blood, if by it I could!
